If powers halt war spending 


Libya, Kuwait offer 
oil money to buy food 


ROME (UPI) — Libya and Kuwait, 
two of the world's major oil producing 
nations, today promised part of their 
petrodollars 
to 
buy 
fertilizer 
and 
bankroll agriculture investment for poor 
nations providing the superpowers halt 
their “spending on wars.” 
Libya and Kuwait presented their 
positions on the growing hunger crisis in 
the world to the 1,250 delegates at the 
World Food Conference 
Mohamed 
Ali 
Tabuo, 
Libya’s 
Agriculture Minister, said Libya was 
ready “to allocate part of its oil income 
for 
international 
investment 
in 
agriculture 
projects 
of 
developing 
countries but only on condition that the 
big powers abandon their unlimited 
spending on wars.” 
Kuwait, which has the world's highest 
per capita income, pledged to donate 
5,000 tons of fertilizers to developing 
nations and said it was ready to increase 
its 
contributions 
to 
financing 
agricultural projects. 
The Kuwaiti spokesman was Salem al- 
Mannai, 
Under 
Secretary 
for 
Agricultural Affairs. 
The United States and other developed 
nations have partly blamed the world 
food crisis on oil price increases which 
have skyrocketed the price of fertilizer. 
The Arab oil producers have denied 
the oil price hikes had anything to do 
with hunger. 
As the conference went into its second 
half, the only point of agreement among 
the 130 nations attending was that there 
is, indeed, a hunger problem in the 
world. 
Most nations have used the rostrum to 
defend their own national policies and 
point 
accusing 
fingers 
at political 
enemies since the talks began Nov. 5 
with a speech by Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger. 
“We are getting nowhere fast,’’ one 
conference official said “Unless there 
is a dramatic about-face in the last days, 
there will be no decisions made and the 
conference will fail.” 
Political bickering has marred the 
conference from the opening day, when 
developed and developing countries 
clashed 
on 
the 
composition 
of 
committees, 
losing 
a 
full day 
in 
wrangling. 
When the committee on increasing 


world food production finally met, 
delegates submitted 50 amendments to 
the original draft report. 
Rather 
than 
debate 
all 
50, 
the 
committee scrapped the entire report 
and started from scratch. Another day 
was lost. 


About 
half 
the 
delegates 
have 
addressed the conference so far. But 
many delegation leaders have aleady 
flown home although the talks run until 
Saturday.

weekend. But low attendance killed the 
day sessions and cut the length of the 
night talks.

Coal strike to last 


at least three weeks 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — A top United Mine Workers 
official said today he expected the nationwide coal miners 
strike —which begins at midnight —to last for at least three 
weeks. 
Union Vice President Mike Trbovich, commenting about 
the ongoing negotiations for a new contract, said he 
expected the talks to take at least another three days and 
perhaps a week and a strike of three weeks was 
unavoidable. 
Asked if there were hostilities between the union and 
management negotiators, Trbovich said there were coal 
miners on both sides of the table and “we understand each 
other.” Most mines were already closed down today 
because of the Veterans Day holiday. 
Government officials have estimated that if a strike lasts 
four weeks approximately 400,000 workers in industries that 
rely on coal —like the steel and auto industries —would be 
laid off. If a strike were to last for eight weeks an estimated 
1.5 million workers would temporarily lose their jobs, the 
officials said. 
Union officials earlier predicted it would take up to two 
weeks to ratify a new contract. 
On Sunday, there were some encouraging developments 
during the negotiations. 


“We settled, I think, one of the major areas of the 


contract,” Guy Farmer, chief negotiator for the Bituminous 
Coal Operators Association said. Farmer did not say what 
dispute was resolved, but he indicated it was a non­ 
economic issue. 
Arnold Miller, president of the 120,000 member United 
Mine Workers of America, said negotiators reached 
agreement on some issues. 
“I think we’re moving, I ’m hopeful,” he said. “We’re 
getting closer. I think it’s sort of a compromise on both 
sides.” 
“We continued to make progress,” Farmer added 
“That’s the name of the game I ’m encouraged ... we settled 
a lot of differences We re not too many days away from the 
settlement.” 
When an agreement is finally reached the union will 
conduct a massive conference in Pittsburgh, Pa., where it 
will brief representatives from about 800 union locals on 
terms of the pact. 


Union mines account for about 70 per cent of the nation’s 
coal. Coal, in turn, represents 18 per cent of the nation’s 
energy supply and is a basic material for coke, essential to 
the production of steel. Coal is also the primary fuel for the 
production of 46 per cent of the nation’s electrical energy. 
Utility plants have an estimated average coal reserve of 
under 80 days.

Haldeman didn't 


say 'Gemstone,' 


Sirica rules 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - U.S. District 
Judge John J. Sirica ruled today that 
defendant H R. Haldeman’s possible 
reference 
on 
June 
23, 
1972 
to 
“Gemstone” —the code word for the 
Watergate bugging —will be read as 
“unintelligible” in transcripts given to 
the Watergate cover-up jury. 


Sirica’s ruling was a victory for 
Haldeman, the former White House 
chief of staff whose lawyers contended 
he never used the word “Gemstone” 
during his tape recorded White House 
conversation with Nixon on June 23. 


The word was crucial to Haldeman’s 
defense because the conversation took 
place only six days after the arrest of 
the Nixon’s campaign operatives inside 
the Watergate headquarters of the 
Democratic National Committee. Thus 
it could have been construed that 
Haldeman was already aware of the 
Gemstone operation at that time. 
Former president Richard M. Nixon 
apparently agreed to H R. Haldeman’s 
suggestion on June 23, 1972, to tell the 
FBI to “stay the hell out” of the 
Watergate investigation, according to a 
tape played today in the Watergate 
cover-up trial. 


High court rules on MIA status 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The Supreme 
Court held today that relatives of 
servicemen missing in action must be 
given 
notice 
before 
the 
men 
are 
declared dead. But the justices declined 
to overturn the entire law dealing with 
change of status. 


In a brief order, without opinion, the 
Court affirmed a decision by a three- 
judge U.S. district court. 


District Judge Charles M Metzner, 
writing for the three-judge panel in New 
York last January, said the Defense 
Department must notify relatives in 
advance if it is considering changing the 


status of a missing serviceman, and give 
the relatives access to all evidence 
backing up a declaration of death. 


The lower court declined to declare 
the entire status law unconstitutional 
And the Justice Department did not 
contest the decision, telling the Supreme 
Court the conditions prescribed by the 
lower court are being met.

Parents learning about education

A mother who didn't finish high 
school; a father who works nights at 
Vandenberg Air Force Base, a woman 
who has no children of her own are 
among the dozens of adults who find 
themselves cast in the role of teacher 
aide these days in the local version of 
Wilson Riles’ early childhood education 
program. 


The adults spend their spare hours 
aiding teachers of kindergarten through 
i 
rade three at Los Padres and El 
amino Schools in what amounts to a 
massive assault on the universal blight 
of ignorance Their own description of 
what they do is much more modest. 
They work with a student or a small 
group of students in simple reading or 
math 
exercises, 
helping 
in 
pronunciation of a word, being there 
when the sound of a sympathetic voice is 
needed One mother told this reporter, 


Early Childhood Education program 
involves mom, dad as never before 


“Well, I don’t know, I’m just there to 
listen, to help ” 
Educators and parents and if early 
signs 
are 
reliable, 
the 
students 
themselves find it makes sense 
It all began a few years ago when 
Riles, 
superintendent 
of 
public 
instruction 
and 
the 
state's 
chief 
educator, gave an education task force 
the 
responsibility 
of 
developing 
a 
comprehensive, integrated master plan 
on early childhood education 
The task force noted 
“The past 
decade has produced a new body of 
educational, psychological, and medical 


research 
documenting 
the 
crucial 
importance of the first eight years of 
life " From that grew the resolution 
that has sparked the Early Childhood 
Education 
Program 
in 
elementary 
school districts up and down the state 
However, because of cutback in funds 
from the original projection of $51 
million for the first year to $25 million, 
educators were forced to narrow the 
target area from ages four through eight 
years to kindergarten through grade 
three and in only 12 per cent of the K-3 
group the first year. 
Policies laying the ground work for 


the program at the grassroots level 
were approved by the State Board of 
Education early in January 1973. The 
plan was initiated at Los Padres School 
in the 1973-74 year. This year the 
program was extended to El Camino 
School, and next year, 1975-76, Fillmore 
School will be included Eventually the 
program will be working in all K-3 
grades in all the district’s elementary 
schools That is if funds are available 


Key factors are community concern 
and parental involvement Riles has set 
a ratio of one parent to 10 students as a 
desirable goal Both local schools now m 
the program are approaching that goal, 
but 
it 
hasn't 
been 
easy 
Warren 
Mantooth, principal of Los Padres 
School finds it increasingly difficult to 
find enough parents to volunteer their 
services and has to flesh out the roster

Each school has an advisory committee composed of parents 
and teachers who work in conjunction with a district advisory 
committee of the same composition Basically the committees 
oversee the program, publicize it in the community and generally 
serve as a liaison between the school and the community. 
Robert G. Thompson, director of curriculum for the school 
district, laid the groundwork for the program with a detailed 
application to the state setting forth the educational and social 
needs of the community. As a result of his efforts the district will 
get about $60,000 or a little more this year to push the ECE 
program at the two schools. Funds are spent for teacher aides, for 
specialists in math and reading and for additional materials and 
equipment. 
Thompson has watched the idea take hold from the days when 
he had to weather the criticism: Parents in the classroom? 
What’re we paying the teachers for? to the day when parents 
were knocking at the door to offer their help. 
“Parents and teachers working as partners in a program to 
improve the education of the children is the principal idea of 
Early Childhood Education," he said “When this was first 
discussed with parents and staff, I think many did not really

Initially there were some problems to overcome, not the least of 
them being the concern some educators felt about bringing 
parents into the classroom. Mantooth, the pathfinder for the 
district's first effort talked about it the other day. “Until Early 
Childhood Education, the doors of the district were not really 
thrown open to parents Never before had this been done by law. It 
was a question for one thing of liability before the law. It was 
almost a frightening experience,” he recalls. As a precaution, 
parents were not involved in areas that are confidential Testing 
results and various professional evaluations for example. As it 
turned out, however early concerns were not justified by 
experience. 
The programs in the two schools are very similar, but they 
differ in some areas Los Padres has a volunteer to coordinate the 
roster of parents; while El Camino employs a full-time teacher as 
a liaison between the school and the community. El Camino also 
has to provide bilingual aides to meet the demands of a Spanish­ 
speaking population. And El Camino comes out better logistically 
because the school is also a Title I recipient, a fact that brings 
additional funding for crucial areas of math and reading, 
according to Mantooth. 
Mary Kimber serves as the liaison teacher at El Camino. Her 
duties are varied. She meets in the area’s homes to encourage 
parent involvement, trains volunteers, and arranges educational 
courses for parents in child development. She also speaks Spanish 
The educators see all kinds of good side effects from the 
program. Mantooth believes a number of parents have been 
encouraged to return to the classroom themselves for refresher 
courses or to fill in the gaps that exist in their own educational 
background. Some parents, however have more modest goals 
Mrs Gloria Vickers, a resident of Vandenberg Village and a 
volunteer aide at Los Padres is typical of the parents who have 
served the program. “I like to work with children,” she said the 
other day in a break between chores at Los Padres “I like to see 
how they improve as time goes on," She said she’d learned ‘a lot 
of things I’d forgotten “ 
Andra Cody, another volunteer in the same school, noted “I can 
see why people want to be teachers. I’m learning a lot more 
patience with my own children at home.’’ She said the experience 
in the classroom gave her the feeling that she knew “what’s going 
on in the school." 
From his vantage point Thompson is thoughtfully observing the 
passing scene. Hard evidence indicating improvement in the 
educational performance of the students is still not available, but 
Thompson noted the other day: “The students appear happier.” 
Thompson has also seen a change in the attitude of some parents 
who were originally critical of the value of cross-age grouping in 
the classroom The designation refers to the inclusion of more 
than one age group in a particular classroom.

Arabs cut oil, hike 
taxes — no net cut 


ABU DHABI, United Arab Emirates (UPI) — 
Oil experts said today consumers may wind up 
paying as much for fuel as before despite the 
decision of three leading Arab petroleum states 
to cut prices. 
Saudi Arabia, Qatar and the United Arab 
Emirates lowered the base price of petroleum 
Sunday, but corresponding tax and royalty 
increases threatened to cancel out any benefits 
for the world’s energy users. 
The three oil states said the complicated 
move was aimed at cutting oil company profits 
and warned consumers to prevent the firms 
from passing on the tax and royalty hikes 
"The matter is in the hands of the consumer 
himself, and he should vigilantly observe the 
actions of the companies,” said Manny Said 
Oteibeh, the United Arab Emirates oil minister. 
The announcement of price cuts came at the 
end of a two-day meeting of six Persian Gulf oil 
states in Abu Dhabi, a tiny oil sheikhdom and 
capital of the United Arab Emirates. 
Three of the gulf states — Iran, Iraq and 
Kuwait — opposed the price cut and said any 
change should be decided at next month’s 
Vienna meeting of the Organization of Pe­ 
troleum Exporting Countries 
Two months ago, Saudi Arabia set a precedent 


by disassociating itself publicly from an OPEC 
decision to increase taxes and royalties 3.5 per 
cent. 
Oteibeh told a news conference Sunday Saudi 
Arabia, Qatar and the United Arab Emirates 
decided to lower the posted price of crude 
petroleum 40 cents from 111.65 to |11.25 a 
barrel. 
He said, however, the three governments 
would raise royalties from 16.67 to 20 per cent of 
the posted price and increase taxes from 65 75 to 
85 per cent of profits The changes would run 
from Nov 1,1974, to July 31,1975. 
Oteibeh said the move was aimed at cutting 
the cost for consumers and reducing the 
"excessive” profits of the major international 
oil companies 
Oil experts said, however, the world’s energy 
users may wind up paying the same for 
petroleum products as before. 
The experts said the giant international fuel 
companies were likely to pass on the tax and 
royalty increases to consumers, canceling out 
the reduction in the posted price 
Saudi Arabia, Qatar and the U»»U*1 Arab 
Emirates produce a total of nearly 11 million 
barrels of oil daily.

Nixon resumes blood therapy 


Mass transit now chic, but 
low cash cramping its style

Before 
the 
energy crisis 
struck, mass transit had a lot in 
common with a pair of old 
shoes —scuffed up and down at 
the heels. 
But the image has changed 
Mass transit is chic. Like 
windmills, mass transit repre­ 
sents an answer to the energy 
debacle and one way out of the 
clutches of oil barons. 
But the rehabilitated image 
won’t solve problems —and 
mass transit systems from 
New York to California face 
numerous problems. 
Money is a major one. Sen. 
Harrison A. Williams, D-N.J., 
and Rep. Joseph Minish,D-N.J., 
have introduced an $11.8 billion 
transportation bill, but the 
proposal is stalled in a House- 
Senate conference committee. 
The spectre of a 70-cent bus 
and subway fare hangs over 
New York City unless Congress 
coughs up some money and the 
city finds at least $20 million in 
its overburdened budget. 
A 
proposed 
Los 
Angeles 
County mass transit system 
was set back when voters 
defeated 
a 
proposition 
to 
increase county sales taxes by 
1 per cent to help subsidize the 
system. 
Even if the money problem is 
solved, mass transit proposals 
often get bogged down by 
disputes among local, state and 
federal authorities. 
The new regional transporta­ 
tion authority to coordinate 
mass transit in Chicago and its 
suburbs is deadlocked in a city- 
suburban dispute over who will 
head the agency. 
C ontroversy 
over 
the 
proposed "skybus” clouds the 
future of Pittsburgh’s mass 
transit system. 
Designed to transport outly­ 
ing

downtown,

politics.

However, the mass transit 
picture isn’t entirely gloomy.

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Off-duty lawmakers 
to draw loophole pay 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) — A loophole in the 
law will give $38,400 in salaries next month to 24 
surplus lawmakers who have no official duty. 
Taxpayers will pick up the bill for the two- 
dozen senators and assemblymen who lost their 
bids for re-election, were elected to higher 
office or decided to retire. 
The 24 legislators will receive $1,600 apiece, 
even though their replacements will be sworn in 
Dec. 2 and will also be paid for the month. 
The expensive legal quirk stems from the 
switch by the legislature to a two-year session. 
And, in effect, taxpayers will pay for 143 
lawmakers, even though there will be only 119 
members with one vacancy 
“ Everything will 
be cut off from old 
members except their salaries,” said Theodore 
J. Mandalla, an aide to Controller Houston I. 
Flournoy. “ We just mail these guys a check at 
the end of December.” 
The change was authorized on a 
1972 
statewide ballot vote It provides for two-year 
sessions, beginning this year in December, 
instead of the traditional January. 
The respective two-year and four-year terms 
of outgoing assemblymen and senators do not 
expire until January because past legislatures 
convened that month. 
State Attorney General Evelle J. Younger has 
ruled that outgoing members will not be entitled 


to office space, daily expenses, telephone credit 
cards, state-leased cars or other amenities 
Younger's opinion said the outgoing members 
were entitled to their salary for their full terms. 
However, re-elected lawmakers could not 
collect twice, he said. 
Nor will the 24 lawmakers benefit from a pay 
raise effective Dec. 2, Mandalla said Salaries 
will jump from $19,200 to $21,120 annually at 
that time.

M e d ic s unveil safe 


effective crash diet 


ATLANTA (U PI) — A new intermittent starvation diet for fat 
Americans who want to lose weight safely and rapidly has been 
successfully tested on patients at the Clinical Research Facility of 
Emory University Hospital. 
By following the diet, massively obese persons can lose many 
pounds in a matter of days without harm to their health, according 
to Dr. Daniel Rudman, professor of medicine and director of the 
facility. 
The main requirement is that participants take mineral sup­ 
plements to prevent the loss of lean body mass. 
Rudman says lean body mass consists of all the working tissues, 
leaving out fat tissue. 
“ It is a safe diet,” Rudman said. “ It makes starvation 
treatment of overweight persons a safe procedure. It has been 
tested in 11 patients with good results.” 
In a total starvation program, about half the weight loss is 
attributable to loss of lean body mass. The purpose of the Emory 
studies was to find ways for patient to lose excessive fatty tissues 
without reducing their essential tissues, such as muscle, bone and 
the functioning parts of the body. 
The patients were allowed to drink as much water as they’ 
wished during the weight reduction program. 


Small daily prescribed doses of minerals including phosphorus, 
calcium, sodium, potassium, chloride and magnesium helped 
prevent a loss of lean body mass during starvation. 


Eleven massively obese patients together lost a total of more 
than 275 pounds in the program. Individual losses varied from a 
low of 16 pounds to a high of 41. They suffered no ill effects aside 
from being hungry for the first two days and not having as much 
energy as they normally would, Rudman said. 


He said 30 to 40 per cent of the American population is 
overweight and that 5 per cent is massively overweight. The latter 
group, he said, are the ones who have need of a safe, crash diet. 


The patients admitted to the program over a one-year period, 
ranged in weight from 190 pounds to 442 pounds. 


Aside from a fast weight loss, one of the most attractive 
features of the diet program is its economy. 


“ It costs no more than 25 cents a day,” Rudman said — not 
counting the doctor’s fee.

*nded inside San Francisco Bay or on the northern California 
oast outside'the Golden Gate. 
One theory held that Drake sailed into the Bay in 1579 and 
anded near the present site of San Quentin Prison.

But Archaeologist Charles Slaymaker told the California Park 
lommission Friday that he found the coin at Rancho Olompali, a 
Aiwok site north of Novato, near the northern tip of the bay.

Haymaker said he sent the coin to the British Museum for

Maheu won a slander suit in 
U.S. District Court against the 
multi-millionaire recluse who 
told a telephone news confer­ 
ence he fired Maheu because 
“ he was a no good, son-of-a- 
bitch and he stole me blind ” 
The jury is now hearing 
arguments to determine the 
amount of damages to be 
awarded Maheu. 
Stuart Neffeler, a business 
economist 
testifying 
for 
Maheu, estimated that Hughes' 
remark would cost Maheu, a 
highly 
paid 
business 
consultant, from $2.4 million to 
8 6 million over the course of 
his lifetime, depending on when 
he retired. 
L a w re n c e 
M itc h e ll, 
testifying for Hughes’ Summa 
Corp., 
said 
that 
Neffeler’s 


computations were wrong and 
the correct figure would be no 
more than $1.4 million, and 
perhaps as low as $1 2 million

their figures on the assumption 
Maheu would have made at 
least $300,000 a year, after 
taxes, had Hughes not made the 
remark 
Hughes' main holding com­ 
pany, the Summa Corp., took 
legal liability for the remarks 
by Hughes, who refused to 
make a court appearance.

“ A veteran from the same 
company may have returned to 
Buffalo, N Y., where he will 
have to 
spend 
$1,116 for 
education costs ... leaving him 
with $96 
per 
month for 
subsistence. 
“ As a result, 41 4 per cent of 
California's veterans have used 
the GI bill to attend college or 
junior college, and only 22.3 per 
cent of New York’s vets have 


done so,” the report said 
Returning World War II vets 
got up to $500 annually for 
college tuition and $75 a month 
for living expenses While that 
seems small today it exceeded 
the minimum wage, and many 
schools also provided housing 
and jobs. 
“ Only some Vietnam veter­ 
ans who live in low tuition 
states have sums for subsist­ 
ence that equal those which 
World War II vets received,” 
the report said.

Little kids in East Lansing, Mich , and 
Columbus, Ohio, will be spoon-fed on the events 
that transpired in the final hectic seconds of 
Saturday’s 16-13 upset by the three-touchdown 
underdog Spartans of Michigan State.

State’s 
victory 
means 
(1) 
undefeated Michigan and Alabama, tied for the 
No. 2 national ranking a week ago, become the 
favorites for the national championship, (2) the 
Michigan-Ohio 
State 
and 
Auburn-Alabama 
games become even more important than 
they originally were; and (3) the Orange Bowl 
contest between Alabama and Notre Dame 
shapes up as the most attractive of the post­ 
season contests. 
Ohio State wasn’t alone in its disappointment 
Saturday as four other teams ranked in the top 
10 and three unranked but bowlbound teams 


were beaten. Southern Methodist defeated 
fourth-ranked Texas A&M 18-14, North Carolina 
State beat sixth-ranked Penn State 12-7, Georgia 
topped seventh-ranked Florida 17-16 and Baylor 
downed 10-ranked Texas 34-24.

Nakia has it tough keeping it gentle.

ALBUQUERQUE. N.M. - 
(NEA> - Every television 
program has its own peculiar 
problems but one of the pro­ 
ducers of ABC s new Nakia 
series thinks his problems 
are unique. 
George Sunga has to sit in 
on Indian tribal councils to 
gain permission for the series 
to shoot on Indian ground. 
Sometimes this permission 
doesn't come easily. 
“I was visiting a Pueblo 
tribe,” Sunga says, ‘‘and I got 
caught in the middle between 
two feuding factions - the 


Red Eyes and the Black Eyes. 
They used our attempt to film 
at their pueblo as the basis 
for a civil war." 


Light 


Worrying about Indian 
wars is only one of the 
headaches the Nakia com­ 
pany faces as it shoots its 
ABC series in and around 
Albuquerque. At the moment, 
of course, the biggest concern 
is the ratings. 
I was met at the handsome 
Albuquerque airport by a 
chaufterea car and, for a few 
minutes, 1 thought that this 
companv was sure in solid 
with the local authorities. 


Answer to Previous Puixie 


The car was a sheriffs vehicle 
and the great crest of Davis 
County was gleaming on the 
car’s doors. 
But then 1 learned that 
Albuquerque is really in Ber­ 
nalillo County, and Davis is a 
pure fiction. So are the cars. 
They’re just props 
Nevertheless, the driver, 
who looked very sheriffish, 
heard I’d iust arrived from 
Hollywood and wanted to 
know what I knew about the 
ratings. When I reached the 
company, they clustered 
around me, bombarding me 
with rating questions. 
At the show’s production 


office, coproducer Sam 
Strangis was on the phone as 
I came in to pay my respects. 
“Twenty-two^” he was say­ 
ing. “Does that mean we re 
still the top ABC show on F ri­ 
day and Saturday night? It 
does? That’s great!" 
He hung up, beaming. And 
everybody in his office, the 
associates and the secre­ 
taries, laughed and jumped 
up and down and hit each 
other on the back. 


The day I visited the show 
they happened to be shooting 
a scene in a downtown Albu­ 
querque parking garage. Ev-

Mr Clark’s defeat has to be examined 
carefully lest the magnitude of it escape 
the attention of the psephologists Gark 
was running on a poor boy ticket, but he 
managed, just the same, to be all over 
the lot, on television, billboards, and 
advertisements: he even had Frank 
Sinatra singing for him — not bad for 
someone 
who 
limits 
any 
one 
contribution to $100 per person He ran 
in a state whose registration is very 
heavily Democratic, and against a 
Republican opponent whose vote was 
sharply reduced by the candidacy of a 
third party Conservative The man who 
ran for Governor was a traditionalist 
Democrat, 
and 
he 
defeated 
the 
Republican incumbent by a landslide <60 
per cent of the votei. 


In these circumstances, Clark ran less 
than 40 per cent, below what McGovern 
got in New York two years ago By 
contrast, 
an 
utterly 
unknown 
Conservative candidate, the striking and 
intelligent Barbara Keating, got 16 per 
cent of the vote, with a mere $75,000 to 
spend. And, elsewhere, Gary Hart won 
in Colorado, but he was not recognizable 
as the Hart who programmed George 
McGovern to come out for capitulation 
abroad, and a greening insolvency at 
home. Come to think of it, from all 
reports George McGovern II. victor in 
South Dakota, ran on a fairly strong 
anti-McGovern I platform. So it is 


generally true that the hard left hasn’t 
made much headway in two years 
On the other hand. 2> the Republican 
Party would appear to have made no 
headway at all 
Now it is generally 
supposed that the principal causes of the 
Republican 
humiliation 
were 
Watergate, the pardon, and inflation It 
is interesting, under the circumstances, 
to reflect on the findings of Mr Richard 
Scammon. the talented political analyst 
who dismayed the whole gang over at 
the National Broadcasting Company by 
saying simply 
that he could have 
predicted 18 months ago, which is pretty 
much pre-Watergate, and certainly pre- 
Pardon, that the Republicans would do 
about as they did on this election day He 
meant by this that the graph was 
pointing in that direction 
In other words, that there is public 
dissatisfaction 
with 
the 
Republican 
party unrelated to Watergate 
And why not’ There is no reason to 
suppose that if Richard Nixon had 
occupied himself more on domestic 
matters than on frustrating the Justice 
Department's 
investigation 
of 
the 
Watergate, he'd have greatly increased 
his hold on the conservative voting 
community in America There has been 
a weightlessness in Republicanism since 
the death of Robert A. Taft, and nobody, 
with the conspicuous exception of Barry 
Gold water and Ronald Reagan, has done 
much about it. 
Eighteen months ago we were coping 
with inflation by such voodoo as wage 
and price controls Eighteen months ago 
Mr Nixon was continuing to spend and 
to spend, and to pile deficit on deficit; to 
promote Revenue Sharing, which is the 
greatest fiscal shell game since Lord 
Keynes’ discovery that borrowing does 
not matter because we owe it to 
ourselves; and to yield to the Supreme 
Court whenever the Court decided to 
rewrite the Constitution so as, e g , to 
encourage abortion, and discourage 
private schooling 
3) So the slide continues. Fewer 
Republicans, 
more Democrats 
But 
also, more independents — and more 
conservatives. 
The 
bridge-building 
needed is from Constitutional theorists 
to the Republican bourgeoisie, to the 
blue-collar class The ingredients are 
there.

Hunger, desperation 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - The old 
man looks uncomfortable and out of 
place as he enters the skid row soup 
kitchen a half dozen blocks from the 
nation’s capitol. He speaks to somebody, 
then to somebody else, finally being 
directed to the fellow in charge. 
“ Beg your pardon,” 
he 
says, 
his 
hand 
going nervously into a 
p o c k e t, 
“ I 
w as 
wondering if you have 
any spare bread. I’ve 
got this neighbor, you 
see, she’s not well off, 
and I thought if you 
had anything extra, 
well, I thought maybe 
I could take it to her to 
help.” 
Such scenes are increasing at the 
SOME soup kitchen (So Others May 
Eat) on North Capitol St. in Washington, 
and perhaps throughout the nation as 


well. The bread lines are getting longer 
and are changing in character and 
personnel. The winos and derelicts still 
queue up, to be sure, but so do 
increasing numbers of elderly poor, 
work less mothers with babies, and other 
citizens on the fringe of hard times and 
desperation. 
They are easy to spot, the new ones. 
Veronica Maz of the SOME kitchen 
identifies them by their shoes, laced and 
intact. Then too, the new beggars, as 
someone has unkindly but accurately 
called them, are characterized by their 
manners. 
Not for them the subordinate posture 
of the traditional down-and-outer, but 
rather the hint of quiet dignity. They do 
not stand in the line, as such, but gather 
their bread and soup in mason jars, and 
leave, escaping the shambles of the 
impression the food is not for them but 
for their neighbors, or friends or other 
misfortunate souls.

The old man is a good illustration of 
the lot. Followed outside the kitchen, 
approached at a corner, he at first 
denies even accepting a handout; then, 
resigned, a shrug of his shoulders lifting 
the jacket from his bones, he smiles and 
confesses “ It’s not for my neighbor. It’s 
for me. Social Security doesn’t make it 
anymore.” 
His name he says is Henry. Sixty-four. 
His hair is mostly gone, what’s left is 
sticking in white spikes over forehead 
freckles. He sits down on a bench and 
crosses his legs, red wool socks peeking 
from under his pants. “ I started adult 
life as a panhandler,” he says, working 
his fingers up and down his cheek. 
“ Now,” he adds, pleased with the 
literate thought, "I guess I’ll end it the 
same way.” 
He was born in Montana, son of a 
logging man. His father broke his back 
tree-topping, a year before 1929. Henry, 
then 20, tried it with the wood-cutting 
operation but failed. “ Then dad died, my 
mother moved in with an older brother 
and his wife, 
I came E ast.” To 
Minneapolis, 
to 
Pittsburgh 
and to 
Washington 
where 
he 
settled, 
panhandling for pennies among the 
tourists at the Washington monument. 
"I remember getting a quarter from a 
Mississippi maiden. She looked at me 
like I had fleas in my ears.” 
Once when the quarters didn’t come, 
he and a pal hunted pigeons along the 
Potomac. They used stones and a broom 
handle. Three hours, one bird. They 
picked it clear and roasted it over a fire. 
In the end they just threw it away ; “ the 
damn thing was skinnier than we were.” 
Henry went on to better things. Sales 
jobs in several Virginia towns, two 
wives, lower middle class apartments. 
Two years ago, though, he lost a job and 
the momentum was gone. He decided to 
retire early on Social Security. A 
mistake, he says now: “ Don’t quit 
before they chase you out — don’t get 
old before you, by God, have to.” 
He sits in the sun, momentarily silent. 
He looks at his loaf of bread and then at 
his companion. “ Well, one thing sure, 
I’m not going back to that soup 
kitchen.” He nods his head. “ I’m not 
that bad off.” He shakes his head. 
“ Times 
ain’t 
that 
bad.” 
No 
sir, 
definitely not, absolutely, he says — 
“ Ha, who am I kidding?” 
He watches a flock of pigeons land, 
several strutting in front of his bench. 
“ Wish I had some peanuts,” he says, 
and laughs, “ you never know when a 
friendly pigeon will come in handy.”

this election. He has a lot at stake in 
maintaining his personal prestige and in 
keeping what little momentum he has 
been able to acheive in Congress He 
risked both of these in his increasingly 
partisan appeals across the country The 
mood of the nation, we think, is not so 
much apathetic as sour and sullen — fed 
up with Washington and politics Why 
vote? Some asked Others looked for a 
chance to punish Republicans. With 
unnecessary energy Mr. Ford exposed 
himself to this cross fire 


A good many political writers aren’t 
aware of the iron rule of midterm 
elections, or don’t give it what we 
regard as adequate weight, yet the fact 
remains that wily one president in over 
a century has broken the rule; that was 
FDR in 1934 He brought 97 Democrats 
in on his coat tails in 1932 and then to the 
amazement of observers brought in 14 
more seats two years later He was the 
only one Every other sitting president 
has lost House seats at midterm 
Normally the mid-term bounce back of 
the 
“ out” party 
is bigger if the 
presidential party won by a landslide 
two years before. 


In Mr. Ford’s case, we guess that be 
faced a normal loss of perhaps 25 House 
seats just because Richard Nixon had 
won the White House two years earlier. 
It speaks all the more for his loyalty, or 
audacity, or partisanship, or whatever it 
was, that he entered the fray against 
such 
odds 
and 
accepted 
the 
consequences of turning a series of 
largely isolated geographical contests 
into a kind of national referendum, in 
which he shared responsibility. The 
proportion of nonvoters here is double 
that abroad, says the University of 
Michigan Survey Research Center. 
That’s why reformers have been 
trying to get universal enrollment laws 
to bring America abreast of other 
democracies. It is sometimes called 
“ postcard registration” but it could be 
operated in a number of ways. It’s an 
idea whose time has almost come. But 
why should satisfied incumbents want 
more voters? A change might bring in 
dissatisfied low income groups, and 
blacks. In 1970, 67 per cent of the 
incumbents running for Congress were 
unopposed by anybody in their own 
party, and 11 per cent of the incumbents 
were 
unopposed 
by 
anyone. Those 
incumbent congressmen aren’t eager 
for change. In short, we make it difficult 
for more people to vote in America 
because it would challenge the very cozy 
status quo we now have; a system that 
makes it so very difficult to reform the 
inequitable tax laws, for example. 
The day after the election the World 
Food Conference opens at Rome, at 
which the United States will almost 
certainly play the decisive part. Henry 
Kissinger will speak and we can get 
back to global matters. The world is 
shrinking. 
More 
and 
more 
we 
grudgingly face the fact that we are 
interconnected. First it was oil, now 
hunger. To visualize all those billions of 
people is impossible. Suppose we think 
of it boiled down to a small town or 
village of 1000 people. It would work out 
something like this, and I borrow the 
idea from Daniel Shaughnessy, in War 
on Hunger. 
Some 570 of the villagers are Asian; 
190 European; 100 African; 90 North 
American (including 60 United States); 
and 50 are South American. 
Of the 1000 villagers, 700 are non­ 
white. Five hundred go to bed hungry 
every night and half of the latter are 
suffering debilitating mal nutrition. 
“ Eight hundred live in shacks or mud 
huts, mostly in quarters less adequate 
than those normally provided for farm 
animals in the United States,” he says. 
Here are other facts about that global 
village. The 60 US citizens receive about 
one-half of the total income of the 
community, every year. The other half 
is divided very unequally among the 
remaining 940. Some of these do quite 
well, 
particularly 
those 
from 
the 
industrialized countries of Europe and 
Japan. That means that for the rest the 
amount of income is so low as to be 
inadequate 
from 
any 
standpoint, 
particularly food. 
Our village at present birthrates will 
double by AD 2010. Only that won’t 
happen; it is now evident that the death 
rate will begin to climb if the birthrate 
doesn’t promptly come down. In the 
meantime the 60 US citizens use 30 
per cent of all the village’s energy, and 
eat so much of the meat that they suffer 
various alimentary ailments. 
We are going to have to wrestle with 
our consciences about this for years to 
come. There is no satisfactory solution. 
The awkward thing is that modem 
communications made us aware of it. 
With television we can’t pretend we 
don’t see famine. Other ages had famine 
but none where it was so visible, or so 
likely 
to get worse as population 
outgrows food. We probably confront 
what demographer Lester Brown calls 
one of the great “ discontinuities” of 
history. The well-to-do know how to 
produce bigger crops, but not big enough 
to feed the 500 hungry people of our 
village. Their land, in many cases is 
rich; with outside help they could 
produce more of their own food, and 
they must control population. 
Our job is to try to help, and the Rome 
conference could be the first step. 
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
